A new indnstry Is offering itself to 
the'farmers and manufacturers of the 
United States. The fact that 25,000,- 
000 worth of goat skins are now an¬ 
nually imported into the United 
States, and that the enterprising 
I manufacturers are now obliged to 
i send half way around the world fbr 
a large share of them, suggests that 
the farmers of the country, have great 
opportunity fo put a large.share of this 
Bum into their own pockets, and that 
the entire sum may be divided be¬ 
tween our producers and manufactur¬ 
ers. 

A statement just presented by the 
Department of Commerce and Labor, 
through its Bureau of Statistics, 

[ shows 'that importations of goat skins 
I into the United''States are now ruU'; 
ning at the rate of ? 2 o, 000,000 per an¬ 
num, and that a large share of 'these 
are brought from India, China, Arabia 
and Sou.heastem, Russia. The in¬ 
creasing popularity of certain classes 
of kid leather for footwear, as well as 
gloves, has increased very greatly the 
demand for goat skins in the United 
State-s within recent years. In 1885 
the value of goat skins imported was 
about .?4,000,000; by 1890 it had grown 
to $9,000,000; by 1898 it was $15,000,- 
000; in 1900 it was $22,000,000, and In 
1903 it was $25,000,000 in round num¬ 
bers. 

Of this large sum of money sent 
out of the country to purchase goat

Queer Kida in Maine That Seem to Be 
the Result of Cross Breeding, 

Dovelopments at Frankfort, Me., In¬ 
dicate that a new kind of game may 
bo given to the Maine woods. < 

Two years ago the agent of the 
Mount Waldo Gi’anite Company pur¬ 
chased three adult Angora goats and 
turned them loose upon the crest of 
Mount Waldo, In the following winter 
six goats were captured, three of 
which were young kids. 

These -were turned free again In the 
early spring, and last fall there were 
fourteen very wild and very healthy 
goats skipping about a craggy lot con¬ 
taining about two thousand acres. For 
a month the hands on the quarries 
took half holidays to run down the 
animals, and the last one was- not 
landed safe in barn until January, 
Early in March one, she goat gave 
hirth to twins, which were so pecu¬ 
liarly marked that they were the won¬ 
der of the neighborhood. They-had 
the legs and necks of deer, long, slim 
and very active, but the bodies were 
long and silky, similar to the hair of 
the Angora, They are now able to 
run about out of doors and do not 
mind the cold nights In the least, ex¬ 
posing their bodies to extremes of ! 
temperature that would cause the 
death of a kid or a fawii in -a few 
hours. 

It Is believed that these kids are 
the result of a cross between a deer 
^nd an Angora goat, and that they will 
produce some very valuable mohair 
fleeces as well as excellent* venison. 
The young hybrids are also capable of 
defending themselves better than any 
deer or goat In existence, and can 
flght savagely, butting over large 
dogs with their heads and stamping 
them v/lth their sharp hoofs until the 
most celebrated fighting dogs flee In 
terror as spon as one of the young 
warriors appears. 

If the agent can succeed in perpetu¬ 
ating the Leak straV he has devolved, 

It Is predicted that the new race of 
dser-goats will be able to defend It¬ 
self against the poachers and pot 
hunters without help from the game 
wardens.
